it is a diurnal means of renewal. The universal form of the Wird consists of 
three formulz each of which derive directly from the Quran. These are: 


(1) 
?ISTIGHFAR 
Seeking forgiveness of Allah 
(2) 
AS-SALAT ‘ALA-N-NABIYY 
Blessings on the Prophet 
(3) 
ASh-ShAHADAH orHAYLALAH 
Negating the contingent to affirm the Absolute 


These formule correspond with three fundamental spiritual stations that 
must be first realised and then internalized by the aspirant. These are: 

(1) 

Fear of Allah {makhafah} 
(2) 
Love of the Prophet and, by extension, the entire creation {mahabbah} 
(3) 
Knowledge of Reality {ma‘rifah}. 


These stations in turn correspond with the three dimensions of the Din: 


(1) 
Voluntary self-surrender to Allah {al-Islam} 
(2) 
Security warranteed by Revelation {alIman} 
(3) 
The restoration of the self to its original integral harmony {al-?Ihsan)}.
